-Judge lltmna in a decision handed 
clown Wednesday sustained the demurrer io the mandamus a-.-'.iou 
brought by the humane society against Probate Judge Frank Ash- 
man and A. E. Riley. acting mayor, to eompel them to approve 
the appointment of W. T. Knight to the office in di-pute. Attor- 
ney C. R. Bell, representing the society, at once gave notice of in- 
tention to appeal the matter TO the court of appeals and the bond 
was fixed at -*50. 


The decision of the court, in short, is that where the power of 


appointment to any office rests with two or more parties, the power 
of removal must naturally rest with the same authorities. In thi* 
case the humane -society merely notified Ofiieer Vensel that he had 
be«>n discharged, appointed Mr. Knight io siu-c-eed him and then 
called upon -Judge Ashman and Mr. Riley. in 
the absence of 


Mayor Cassingham from the city to 
approve the appointment. 


When this approval was withheld, the >ociety instituted the man- 
damus actions .
